In Uiftt town till* five Piiudavas lived iacognito lor one year* 
This Bairiii is in the Jaipur aUite in RajimlRna. il mU<» 
north of Jaipur, 2S miles west of Alwar, uud flS inilofi oast* 
as the crow fliesf from the camping gitninil at Bliflljrfi. The 
town of Rairat id in a vatl^ enclosed in coot'i'iilrie lines ol 
hills. There Is a pymmid of black hh'Jw, one mile If.K. 
of the town. Tt is lalted “ Pandu's Hill.’* At the foot of 
it, there is an ieoleted blt»ek. On the aoiithmi side of it, 
tliorc is HO iiiiperfoet vnreion nf the Ist Kdid as known 
at Riipnath and at Saliasarnm, This Edict ia called Oie 
first BairSt EdicU It waa discovered in 1872*73 by 
Carl I e y 1 e.* 

Bijak Pahar is tlie name ol another hilt of the same 
town. On the top of this in 1840 Capt, Burt ditROvered 
the second Rairflt Rin'k Rdi^t or BhSHrit hldii't wliich is now 
before us.
